The Board of Commissioners meeting was called to order at 1:30 p.m..

The Chair opened the public hearing and asked if anyone wished to provide testify
in favor or opposition of the proposal.

The Chief Deputy Clerk administered the oath to Harry Muhlbach, 14607 North
56th Street, Lincoln, Nebraska.

Muhlbach explained that he was applying for the Special Permit because he has
several smaller contractors who don’t have access to dirt like the larger
contractors.

The Chief Deputy Clerk administered the oath to Larry Eckel with ECHO
Construction.

Eckel appeared in favor of the proposal and indicated he was working with
Muhlbach in the construction of the project. He stated the location would be more
cost effective for those on the north side of Lincoln.

The Chair asked if anyone else wished to provide testimony.

No one appeared and the hearing was closed.

Creamery.

Submitted into the record by Meyer was additional information regarding Legacy
Dairy and Creamery (Exhibit 1).
